The effect of Mr. MacDonald's 
letter has. been to make some Freneh- 
men fear the concession to France is 
not a real one and that M. Herriot has 
not brought back what he said -he had.

TAGGUSE BANK CLERK 
OF SETTING 100 FIRES 


Letters Lead to Arrest and Full 
Confession. Is Said to 
Have Been Made. 


NO LIVES IN PERIL, HE SAYS 


Fire Marshal Believes He Has 
Cleared Mystery of Fires in 
Residential Districts. 


Through the arrest last night of 
George C. Gustow, 26 years old, of 715 
West 180th Street, an unemployed bank 
clerk said to -be the son of an attorney, 
on a charge of having set two fires in 
an unoccupied building at 2,589 Amster- 
dam Avenue, one yesterday and the 
other on.Wednesday of last week, Fire 
Marshal Thomas P, Brophy, ‘who made 
the arrest personally, believes he has 
solved the mystery surrounding .100 
other incendiary fires that occurred in 
Manhattan and the Bronx during fhe 
tast few months. 

The prisoner was. lodged for the night 
int.the, Wadsworth mone Police Station 
by Marabal. 1 maby ho, wag-assisted 
eae re Marabalie Richard 
Pip on and William McMahon, in run- 
hing down the prisoner, 

Buspi 6f Gustow, whd is described 
ad unusually bright and a model young 
man by his parents, was first aroused 
when a man answéring his description 
was seen running from the fire in the 
Amsterdam. Avenue building Jast week. 
Yesterday, when the fire occurred’ in 
the same building, Gustow was seen 
hovering about by Assistant, Fire Mar- 
shals Sheehan and McMahon. They kept 
him under’ observation. 


Questioned by Brophy. 


The young. man seemed excited and 
interested in the firemen at work. -The 
fire was put out. with trifling, damage. 
Gustow. loitered around until the last 
piece of fire apparatus rolled away. 
The Fire Marshals then saw something 
that made them request Gustow to ac- 
company them to the office of Fire 
Marshal Brophy in the Municipal Bufid- 
ing. 

The young man had appeared de- 
Jected and disappointed when the fire- 
men disappeared. After questioning 
Gustow for hours, Fire Marshal Brophy 
took him to the Wadsworth Avenue Sta- 
tion, where he formally charged him 
} with arson. 

Fire Marshal Brophy characterized the 
prisoner as the. ‘most dangerous pyro- 
maniac’ he had come in contact with in 
his career in the Fire Department. He 
said Gustow had confessed having set 
fire to more than 100 buildings in the 
district between Fourteenth and Fifty- 
hinth Streets, and at places on Wash- 
ington. Heights. and in the Bronx. He 
quoted the prisoner as saying, when he 
confessed: . * : 

‘**Thank God you got me. I'll unbosom 
myself and lighten my sufferings. I 
am. controlled: by some mysterious force 
that makes me set buildings .on fire. 
But, thank God, I hever had any desire 
to injure any one. It was the furthest 
thought from my mind. That's why | 
set fire to unoccupied buildings or to 
empty loft buildings or to the upper 
part of bufldings; so that if. anybody 
was inside they could make their yay 
out by the. roof.”’ 

i Fire. Marshal Brophy corroborated the 
fact that, as far as his investigation had 
gone last night, no lives were lost at 
‘laty of the one’ hundred fires conisesed 
by. Gustow. 

How the Fires Were Started. 
The Fire Mavshal said: that most of the 


fires Gustow “confessed to having set 
were started in the early afternoon, and 


‘that Gustow’s procedure was to walk 


along; until he saw a ‘‘to let” sign on a 
building. The. young man; according to 
his confession, would then enter and set 
fire to waste paper. In some instances 
he summoned the fire apparatus himself,

Prisoner Says Dead Woman Ap- 
peared to Him, Promising. De- 
liverance—Alienists:-Scornful. 


INVOLVES. THE EX-HUSBAND 


Mrs, Martin Tells Jury She Saw 
Him Run From Scene of Murder 
on Night: of Tragedy.

LOS, ANGELES, Aug. 19.—The Grand 
Jury this evening indicted Norman Sel- 
by (Kid McCoy) on a chargé of murder 
in connection with the mysterious shoot- 
ing of Mrs. Theresa W. Mors, wealthy 
divorcee, whose body was found early 
last Wednesday morning in the apart- 
ment where they had lived as man ani 
wife. 

The indictments which were returned 
before Judge Charles Craill, of Superior 
Court, included three counts of assault 
with intent to murder, and three other 
counts of first degree highway robbery.: 

District Attorney Keyes announced 
that steps would be taken immediately 
to rush the trial of McCoy, which might 
begin within a month. The indictments 
were framed against McCoy under his 
true name, Norman Selby. The three 
counts of murderous assault cover his 
shooting of Sam Schapp, Mrs. Anna 
Schapp and W. G. Ross- last Wednesday 
morning. 

The Grand Jury of fifteen ‘men and 
four women dirécted. that the District 
Attorney make a further effort to trace 
the rhovements of Albert Mors, divorced 
husband of the dead -woman, on the 
night of her murder, and that Mors be: 
kept under surveillance. This action: fol- 
lowed the testimony given by .Mre, Iva 
Martin, in which she said that she was 
convinced in .her own mind that Mors 
was the second man of two. who ran out 
of Mrs. Mors’s apartment In the Nét= 
tingham Building soon after the fatal 
shot was: fired. 

Mors was closeted with Detective Cap+ 
tain Cline in -a long conference tonight. 
When he appeared Before the Grand 
Jury he testified positively that he -had 
not been at the Nottingham Apartments 
on the night. of the killing. Police say 
they accept his statement because they 
have made, two rigorous investigations 
into his alibi and have not succeeded in 
finding a flaw. 


McCoy Indulges in Mad Antics. 


McCoy assumed’ the symptoms of de- 
‘mentia in his cell in the city jail early 
this morning, and for hours his actions 
terrified other inmates. The guard 
which had’ been placed over him was 
somewhat relaxed last night and the 
first streaks of dawn amazed the new 
shift on duty when they discovered that 
he had apparently gone mad... Three 
alienists, Drs. Victor Parkin, Louis 
Weber and Paul Bowers, were rushed 
to the jail, while the guard was re- 
doubled. : 

After observations of about four hours 
this morning the expérts said that they 
were convinced that McCoy was sane 
and that hé was feigning a mental 
breakdown. 

“Norman Selby \is.a shrewd person,” 
Dr. Parkin said. ‘‘He is carrying his 
old ring genéralship into the cell with 
him.,”’ 

McCoy's peculiar actions began around 
2 A. M.. At that. time he began dis- 
manhtling part of his jail hammock in 
the big cell room on the second floor/of 
the Central Police Station. 

He detached bits of the iron work and 
heaped them in one spot. Then he took 
a rolljof papér and wove it in and out 
between the cell bars, around the four 
corners of the enclosure. All the while

AFTER WILLS FIGHT 


Hearing on Immigration Perjury 
Charge Made by Canon Chase 
Is. Set for Sept. 20. 


RECTOR’S LAWYER ABSENT 


Argentine Wins First Round by 
Coming to Court While Attorney 
Seeks Him With: Warrant. 


Unless something unforeseen happens, 
Luis: Angel Firpo, the South American 
heavyweight pugilist, will fight Harry 
Wills, the New . Orleans. negro, at 
Boyle’s Thirty Acres, Jersey City, on 
the night of Sept. 11, despite the.charge 
of Canon William Sheafe Chase, Rector 
of Christ Church, Brooklyn, and Preési- 
dent of the New York Civic League, 
that Firpo committed perjury when he 
applied for admission into this country 
@ month ago. 

Firpo, accompanied by his attorney, 
Hyman Bushel; appeared voluntarily be- 
fore United States Commissioner Samuel 
M. Hitchcock yesterday morning, while 
Bernard Sandler, counsel for Canon 
Chase, was looking for, him with a war, 
rant at his training camp at White 
Sulphur Springs. 

’ As_sogn as he returned to New York 
in, the afternoon Mr. Sanm&er eppealed 
to Commissioner Hitchcock in’ vain to 
advance Ting t sto- 
adams he sat Wee he: aude 
sire to. prevent the fight, Canon hn 
and his counsel went to Colonel William 
Hayward, United-Btates District Attor- 
ney; and asked. that they be pétmitted 
to present their aNegations béfore: the 
Grand Jury at once. This Colonel Hay- 
ward refused to permit. - 


Canen’s Motives Absalled. 


“I have no evidence to placé before 
the Grand Jury,” said the: District At- 
torney later, “and I- don’t think that 
Canon Chase could get a hearing half 
as quickly from the Grand Jury as he 
could from the Cemmissioner.”’ 

The hearing before Commissioner 
Hitchcock Was a stormy ‘one, Mr. 
Bushel attacked the motivés of the com- 
plainant’ and challenged him to make 
public the names of contributors’ to the 
Civic League. 

“This blackmail has got to stop,”’ said 
Mr. Bushel. ‘‘Canon Chase ‘bases his 
complaint upon Firpo’s examination at 
Ellis Island. - How does he know what 
happened in that investigation? I de- 
mand his arrest immediately if he ‘vio- 
lated the law: by committing perjury in 
his affidavit.’ 

“Do you recall, Commissioner, what 
the late Mayor Gaynor said about Canon 
Chase at one time?” Mr. Bushel asked. 

“I do not,” replied the Commissioner. 

“Well, you ought to know about it,’’ 
the lawyer said. ‘‘When this same self- 
styled: ‘reformer’ appeared before: Mayor 
Gaynor -and made one of those tirades 
against some one which generally pre- 
cedes a collection for his organization, 
the .Mayor asked, ‘Are you Canon 
Chase?’ When the Canon said that he 
was, Mayor Gaynor’ remarked, ‘Well, 
you're not @ ‘cannon’ at all; you're a 
toy pistol.’

of new bus liries in New York City will 
be presented to the Board’ of Estimate 
today by the Fifth Avenue Coach Com- 
pany. now). operating the Fifth Ave- 
nue buses ‘inder perpetual franchises. 
The proposal will provide for thirty- 


: four new routes in three boroughs, add- 


ing 116 miles to the present system of 
the company. <A feature of the pro- 
posal will be provision for the recapture 
of the new lines by ‘the city. 

Coincident with the announcement that 
the coach company would make its pro- 
posal to the Board of Estimate today, 
Grayson M.-P. Murphy, who for some 
time has been Chairman of the Exeeu- 
tive .Committee of the. Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company, which operates 
the subway and elevated lines, an- 
nounced his withdrawai from the Inter> 
borough entirely and his acceptance of 
the chairmanship of the board of direc- 
tors of the Coach company. 

Frank Hedley, President of the Inter- 
borough, successor in that position to 
the late Theodore P, Shonts, resigned 
at the same time as & director of the 
coach company, as did W. Leon Pepper- 
man, Vice 
ough. Thus it would appear that rela- 
tionship between the . two. corporations 
eae gevered after niany years, fol- 
lo e@ taking over by the Omnibus 
Corporation, Which is controlled in Chi- 
cago, of the properties of the Fifth 
Avene Coach Company: 

Mr. Marphy Explains Résignation. 


Mr. Murphy gave as the reason for 
his fesignhadtion the fact that he be- 
lieves that the coach company and the 
Interborough «night soon be in active 
competition. He held at the same time 
that the development of a comprehen- 
sive system of buses was. the only pos- 
sible solution of the present transit sit- 
uation. A member of his :firm, Grayson 
M.-P. Murphy & Co., J. B. A. Forsburg, 
was elected a director of the coach com- 
pany, as was John A. Ritchie, President 
of the Chicago Motor Coach Company, 
formerly: President of the Fifth Avenue 
Coach Company. 

No preliminary/conferences have been 
held with city officials regarding the 
offer to be made today, it was learned, 
and so far as any one knows it will 
come as a surprise to Mayor Hylan and 
his associates. Some of the lines pro- 
posed would parallel lines of buses now 
operated by the city through the Depart- 
ment of Plant and Structures. Another 
fact considered significant was that 
Mayor Hylan often has stréssed’ the 
need in bus franchises of a recapture 
clause such as this new offer contains. 

The. longer. lines of* the additional 
routes suggested would be operated on 
a 10-cent fare, as are the Fifth Avenue 
buses, but the crosstown lines ‘would be 
run 6n a five-cent fare. A system of 
transférs would be provided, Two of the 
lines. proposed. would be operated within 
the. confines of Central Park, one on 
the east. side and one on the west. It 
was asserted, however, that the: inten- 
tion’. was’ to operate these two only as 
recreational lines on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

As recompénse to the city for the fran- 
chisés sought the company ‘will propose 
that it pay 2 per cent. of its gross reve- 
nue.from the new lines. ‘It ‘will Promise, 
too, a seat for every rider on the 10-cent 
lines, as is now the rule ‘on .'the 
Fifth Avenue buses. Of the.total of 116 
miles of new routes, 34' miles would be 
operated at a 5-cent fare. 

The Coach Company's Statement. 

The statement outlining the whole plan 
and stressing its advantages to the city, 
authorized by F. T. Wood, President of 
the coach company, read: 

“In its applications the combany has 

suggésted two different plans, by either 
of ‘which the city, under the proposed 
ft ses, could take over the owner- 
ship and operation of the new lines ap- 
plied 
“Plan A—Under this' plan; contemplat- 
ing ‘twenty-five- franchises, the city 
could, upon years’ notice, take 
over the’ Dcwivibt and operation of the’ 
company’s new. lines, purchasing the, 
plant” and’ équipment upon ‘an agreed 
valuation to. be determined, if necessary, 
by arbitration.

GOOD NEWS AND TRADE REVIVAL. 

til a short time ago every hopeful 
proghostication regarding the financial 
and industrial outlook had to. be tem- 
pered by three unpleasant facts. One 
Was the existence of hard times-in the 
grain country, with the load of old 
debt unrelieved in the face of pre-war 
prices for what the farmer had to'sell 
while prices fop what he had to. buy 
Were up 50 or 60 per cent. Next came 
the hard times and unemployment in 
the textile industry, caused by the 
cotton-crop shortage and the unwill- 
ingness of cohsumers to pay foregoods 
the price necessitated. by the prohibi- 
tively high cotton market. -Finally 
there was the deadlock over European 
reparations. 

The last few weeks have witnessed 
a change in all three particulars; it 
may fairly be described as dmmatic. 
The price of wheat advanced 30. per 
cent. above the low figure of the year, 
reaching the highest since 1920. This 
price was paid for a very large Amer- 
ican crop, and while the similar. or 
greater advance in other cereals is 
ascribed to decrease in our corn yield, 
about half the corn-growing area has 
raised as large a crop_as usual. In 
cotton, which. jess than a month ago 
was estimated as less than 12,000,000 
bales—an admittedly insufficient yield 
—the trade is now predicting 13,000, - 
000, which would be the largest yield 
since the war. For the first time in 
four years the weevil’s depredations 
have been arrested; cotton prices are 
moving down toward a level at which 
the spinning trade can work. Also, 
the prolonged European deadlock over 
German reparations has been brokén. 

That this extraordinary coincidence 
of events should have influenced pro- 


financial markets in the United States) 
is hardly to be .wondered at. The 
markets which forecast and anticipate 
a turn for better or worse in the 
country’s business prosperity have 
been moving up ever since the altered 
situation came into sight. But the 
other familiar indices of arriving 
** trade revival ’’ have not yet become 
visible. 

With. the exception of grain, com- 
modity prices have risen only slightly 
from the low point reached in 
the year’s ‘earlier prolonged decline. 
At the end of July ‘the country’s 
daily rate of iron production was 
the smallest of the year. Steel out- 
put. has increased only slightly dur- 
ing August. ‘The reviews of na- 
tion-wide trade by—the mercantile 
agencies have hardly professed as yet 
to detect tangible signs of expanding 
business activity. Our export trade of 
July was so far reduced that, for the 
first time in more than a yéar, the 
country’s imports exceeded its exports. 

All this, however, isnot a new expe- 
rience at such times. When producers, 
merchants and customers alike are in 
a speculative and excited mood (which 
was.the casé in 1919 and 1920), a 
“trade boom” . starts. with great 
promptness and vigor. But when all 
three have been sobered by unlucky 
experience with “ premature booms,” 
|resumption of trade activities on the 
basis of old-time confidence is deliber- 
ate. -It was so at the beginning of 
the war-time ‘** boom in trade ”; it was 
notably ‘so in the memorable revival of 
1897 and 1898, which followed ‘closely 
on low prices and great industrial 
stagnidtion. which were stimulated by 
agricultural and commercial conditions 
very similar to those which prevail 
today; and which was preceded by 
three midsummer months of an abnor- 
mally large “ import surplus.’’ 

That we shall in due course witness 
tangible business revival there ie 
weason, to doubt. Even when debt- 
paying necessities are allowed for, the 
new purchasing power of the farming 
West is bound to. be immensely. en- 
hanced by the rise of 30 per cent. or 
more in farm prices, and all experience 
teaches what this means to American 
domestic trade activity. Of our export 
trade the Department of Commerce 
experts, in their forecast, speak with 
something of resérve, but only 
cause of the emphasis they place on 
the. competition of European. goods in’ 
‘worid-export markets which they be- 
Heve. will follow the reparation settle:

MACDONALD’S UNCONVENTIONAL

: When British Labor took over the 
Government it was foreseen that for- 
eign policy would take a great deal of 
RaMsa¥ MacCDona.n’s time. It was 
not foreseen that Labor’s achieve- 
ments at the end of its first Parlia- 
mentary session would fall almast en-- 
tirely in the domain of foreign affairs. 
Mr. MacDonatp has dealt with no 
domestic issue that bulks so large in 
the public mind as: his treaty with 
Soviet Russia and his management of 
the London Conference. In actual 
results obtained the two, of course, 
cannot be compafed. The Russian 
treaty as it stands today meang_ very 
little. -It hae been well described as 
only an agreement to agree at some 
future time. In essence it is only a 
desperate last-moment device to stave 
off a.rupture of negotiations.- The 
ratification of the Dawes plan, on the 
other hand, is an achievement of the 
first magnitude. ‘ 

It ts. not. to detract from. Mr. Mac- 
Donaup’s energy and statestnanship to 
point out that the way had been pre- 
pared for his successes. Possibly he 
has worked wonders, but he has n 
worked miracles, 
ripening for a settlement like that con-

In dealing with American , bankers’

He advocated that.every such loan be 
submitted to this Government for careful 
scrutiny of its. terms.. 

In, taking issue with Dr. Rowe, Mr, 
Crosby said that as bankers went into 
this business they would learn to. guard 
against the dangers cited, and wtant 
neith inveators: nor ‘reputable bankers 
would want to have anything to’do with 
the kind of loans Dr. Rowe. feared. 

Among the arguments against govern- 
mental’ control of foreign loans, Mr. 
Crosby went. on, -was the dangér of an 
indirect. control by the, United States 
Government over Latin-American coun- 
tries borrowing from American bankers, 
Mr. Crosby joined Dr. Rowe in taking 
issue with Mr. Strauss’s statement that 
this’ ‘Government.’ should’ help. collect 
debts from. Latin America for European 
investors: 


Rodgers. Attacks Britain and League, 


Admiral Rodgers began his attack 
upon Great Britain and the League in 


‘an address dealing with the. importance 


of international Shipping and ‘communi- 
cations in world finance and policies: 
He charged that both Great Britain and 
Japan manipulated the mails and cable 
to the advantage of their foreign trade 
against ours, and declared that the de- 
velopment of our merchant marine was 
one of the greatest needs to insure our 
economic. prosperity in the future. 

He charged that the English were try- 
ing to talk us out of buil ng up a mer- 
chant marine, that our banking system 
was subservient.to Great Britain, and 
that our Shipping Board and eae Cor- 
poration were not doing-their duty. , 

“Our limitation of armaments treaty 
of three years ago played into Eng- 
land's hands, and, indeed, she originated 
it," said Admiral Rodgers. “Although 
it’ did- not touch upon commercial ship- 
ping in terms, yet it limited our ability 
to protect a national policy looking to 

he development of American ocean car- 


ers. ' 

“Six months before Mr. Hughes issued 
his invitation to the powers to come to 
the ashington conference the First 
Lord of the Admiral said in Parlia- 
ment, in the Fall: of 1920, that. he hoped 
‘the’ -call- for limitation. of. armaments 
would come from the United States. He 
wished -this—the British Government 
wished. this—because a nation’s navy 
and its merchant fleet are tied together 
ana rise and fall together. It was the 
competition: of our merchant fleet with 
that of Great , Britain which -he hepet 
indirectly to limit by direct action u 
our navy. It' is not to be thought 
he was contemplating the rivalry of the 
navies as the primary issue. 


England’s Control of Commerce. 


In regard to the prospective interna- 
tional loan to Germany, it is alleged 
that the American bankers are waiting 
for’ England to take the initiative. If 
such is the ease, let us reflect how far 
it may. be explained by the ability of 
England to control the commerce by 
which Germany will pay her repara- 
tions, and thus make American credit 
the tool of British shipping. As long as 
America is without shipping, interna- 
tional investments of American bankers 
must be guided large:y by the indica- 
tions of London, because London trans- 
ports the goods provided by American 
credits. This may not always conduce to 
loa: highest general prospeiity of Amer-

GOOLIDGE PARDONS 
SENATOR R. ¢. LACEY 


He Hed Been Sentenced to a 
Day in Jail for Perjury in Buf- 
 falo Dynamiting Case. 


‘COL. DONOVAN FAVORED IT 


‘Prosecutor Believed. Labor Leader 
Had No Part in Plot to 
Biow Up Train.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—President 
Coolidge has granted a pardon to 
Robert C. Lacey: of Buffalo, the New 
York State Senator who was sentenced 
April, 29 to serve a .day in the Erie 
County penitentiary and to pay a fine of 
$500 after pleading guilty to a charge 
of. perjury In connection with the dyna- 
miting of a Niagara Falls high speed 
train in August, 1922, at the time when 
a strike of International Railway em- 
ployes was in progress. ’ 

It was learned today at the White 
House that the President. issued the 
Pardon Aug. 14, the day before he de- 
parted for Plymouth, on the recommen- 
dation of Colonel William J. (Wild 
Bill) Donovan of Buffalo, then Federal 
Attorney for the Western District of 
New York, but recently appointed As- 
sistant Attorney Gerieral. -At the time 
Senator Lacey pleaded guilty - Colenel 
Donoyan said -in court that. he believed 
the labor leader had no ‘part in the 
‘dynamiting and ‘that he had been of, 
material assistance to the Governthent 
in prosecuting the cases which went to 
trial. 

Whether or not the pardoning of Sena- 
tor Lacey would make him eligible for 
re-election was not known at the office 
of the pardon attorney’ in the Depart- 
ment of Justice,-it being said there to- 
day that this would depend on the laws 
and practices in New York State, It 
was declared, however, that insomuch 
a8 .a pardon by a Goyernor - usually 
serves to. restote the ciVil-rights of ‘a 


man, the “Senator,” “with the Presidential 

pardon, probably could bea idate 
oes fear of interference the 
aw. 

The recommendation of the Department 
of Justice on the application for a ¢com- 
mutation of sentence in the Lacey ‘case 
has not been made public. In ac- 
cordance with the practice of that of- 
fice no application for a commutation 
is sent to the White House, however, 
without at least one fayorable recom- 
mendation, and in view of the speedy de- 
cision in this case, it is believed that 
the department joined in the recom- 
mendation of Colonel Donovan, the local 
rm officer. 

Colonel Donovan told Judge Hazel he 
was convinced that Senator Lacey had 
no part in the dynamiting; that he in- 
duced one defendant to plead guilty and 
produced a witness, Alvin Heineman, 
without whose testimony the Govern- 
ment could not have pressed its case 
successfully. Senator Lacey, however, 
was guilty of a technical charge of 
perjury, having said he was not at the 
home of one Hurley with a man named 
Blim. The Senator, in entering his plea, 
attributed the testimony under question 
to nervousness at a-time when he was a 
candidate for public office.

GOVERNMENT ASSAILS 
M.S. DAUGHERTY’S PLEA | =: 
Files Appeal in Supreme Court 
Uphelding Senate’s Right to 
Investigate His Affairs. , 





WASHINGTON, - Aug. 19.—The at- 
tempt of the Senate Daugherty commit- 
tee to inquire into the affairs of M. 8. 
Daugherty, brother of the former At- 
torney General, was fully upheld by the 
Federal Government today in™docketing 
with the Supreme Court ah appeal in 
the Senate's unsuccessful contempt pro- 
ceedings against. Mr. Daugherty in Ohio. 

A Department of Justice brief filed 
with the. court declared that the com- 
maittee had ample constitutional author- 
ity for its action, and had not sought 
to exercise judicial functions, as held 
by the lower court. The brief declared 
that the commiittee had not encroached 
upon any of the: prerogatives of the 
House of Representatives under the pro- 
vision placing the power to impeach in 
the hands of the House. 

he Senate inquiry was not a per-* 
sonal investigation of the former At- 
torney General, the Governnjent argued, 
but. was direct to producé informa- 
tion ee by the mate within the 
exercise of its legislative duties. ‘Both’ 
houses of Congress, it was held, had the 
constitutional power. to punish to the 
extent necessary, in order to prevent ob- 
struction of thefr functionings.

TO BE WORLD'S LARGEST | <= 


New Plant at Hillmorton Is Ex- 
pected to Perfect Trans- 
atlantic Telephone.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Details of 
the giant radio station now being con-> 
structed @t Hillmorton, England, near 
London, are contained in an official 
report to the Department of Commerce.
